HE Generall Aſſembly confidering what great 

offence againſt God, and Scandal to his People 
at home and abroad hath ariſen from the late 
So unlawfull Engagement in War againſt England, 
whereby , contrary to the Law of God and of 
Nations , contrary to the Solemn League and 
* Covenant, contrary to the Petitions of almoſt the 
whole Kingdom ,- contrary to che Declarations of the Judicatories 
of this Kirk, contrary to the Proteſtations of a conſiderable part 
of the Parliament, contrary tothe frequent and clear warnings 
of the Servants of God in his name, not onely an Aſſociation in 
Counſels and Arms was made with Malignant perſons , who had 
formerly ſhewn their diſ· affection to the Covenant and Cauſe, 
but an invaſion of the Neighbour Nation was proſecuted ; from 
whence flowed the oppreſſion of the perſons, eſtates and conſci- 
ences of many of che People of God in this Land , the ſhedding of 
the blood of. ſome, the loſſe and diſhonour of this Nation, and 
ſeverall other incofiveniences: And conſidering that the Com- 
miſſioners of the laſt Generall Aſſembly have acquit themſelves 
faichfully, in ordainiug to be ſuſpended from the renewing of the 
Covenant, and from the Ordinance of the Lords Supper, ſuch as 
are deſigned in their Acts of Date the 6. of October and 4. of De- 
cember laſt, referring the further conſideration and cenlure of the 
perſons foreſaid to this preſent Generall aſſembly : Therefo.e the 
Generall Aſſembly for removing of ſuch offences, and for pre- 
vention of the like in time coming, and for reſtoring ot ſuch as are 
truly humbled, do Declare and Appoint, 

I. That all thoſe who have been guilty and cenſured as afore- 
ſaid, and withal, do not by their addreſſes to Kirk Judicatories 
reſtifierheir diſlike thereof, and give evidences of their Repen-

tance therefore, That theſe be proceſſed, and continuing obſti- 
nate, be excommunicged; But if withall they go on in promo- 
ving Malignant Deſignes, that they be forthwith Excommuni- 
cated : As alſo that all ſuch perſons guilty as aforeſaid, who after 
Profeſſion of their Repentance ſhall yet again hereafter relapſe 
to the promoting any Malignant Deſigne, that theſe be likewiſe 
forthwith excommunicated. : 

IT. That all theſe who have been guilty and cenſured as afore- 
ſaid, and defire to teſtiſie their Repentance, and to be admitted to 
the Covenant and Communion , fhall beſides any Contefſion in 
pow before the Congregation ſubſcribe the Declaration hereto 
ub-joyned, of their untained deteſtation and renunciation of that 
Engagement , and all other Malignant courſes contrary tothe Co- 
venant and Cauſe , Promifing to keep themſelves from ſuch ways 
in time coming, and acknowledging that it they ſhall again fall into 
ſuch defection thereafter , they may juſtly be accompted perfidi- 
ous backſliders , and breakers of the Covenant and Oath of God, 
and proceeded againſt with the higheſt Cenſures of the Kirk. 

III. That of theſe who have been guilty and cenſured as afore- 
{aid, and deſire now to teſtifie their Repentance,. Whoſoever were 
formerly joyned in Arms or Counſel! with Fames Graham in his 
Rebellion, or who were Generall perſons or Colonels in the late 
unlawtull Engagement, Or who went to Ireland to bring over 
Forces for that effect, Or who have been eminently active in contri 
ving of, or ſeducing unto the (aid Engagement, or whoſoever above 
the degree of a Lieutenant Commanded theſe parties, that in pro- 
moving of the ends of the ſaid Engagemꝭt ſhed blood within the 
_ either before that Army of Engagers went to England, 
or after their return, Or who above the degree foreſaid Command- 
ed in the late Rebellion in the North; That none of theſe be ad- 
mitted or received to give ſatis faction, but by the Generall Al- 
ſembly or their Commiſsioners. 

IV. That all the reſt of theſe who have been guilty, or cenſu- 
— as aforeſaid , may be received by the Presbyteries where they 
reſide. \ 

V. That all who have been guilty as aforſaid, before their re- 
ceiving to the Covenant, ſhall make a Solemn publick Acknow- 
ledgement in ſuch matter, and before ſuch Congregations as the 
Commilsion of the Generall Aſſembly or Presbyteries reſpective 


ſhall preſcribe, according to the degree of their offence and ſcan- 


dall given. 

VI. That none of the foreſaid Perſons be admitted, or recei- 
ved as Elders in any Judicatories of the Kirk, but according to the 
AR of the Generall Aſſembly of the laſt of Auguſt 1647. againſt 
complyers of the firſt Claſſe. | 

And becauſc many have heretofore made ſhew and profeffion 
of their Repentance, who were not convinced of their guiltineſſe 
nor humbled for the ſame, but did thereafter return with the dog

to the vomit, and with the ſow to the puddle , untathe mocking of 
God, and the exceeding great reproach andydetriment of his Cauſe: 
Therefore,tor the better determining the Truth and ſincerity ot the 
Re ce of thoſe wha defire to be admitted to the Covenant 
and Communion : It is appointed and Ordgiacd that none of thafe 
perſons who are debarred from the Covenant and Communion 
ſhall be admitted and received thereto, bur ſuch as after exact triall, 
ſhall be found for ſome competent time before or after the offer of 
their Repenrance, according to the difcretion of the reſpectire Ju- 
dicatories, to have in their ordinary converſations given real Teſti- 
mony of their diſlike of the late unlawfull Engagement, and af the 
eourlesand wayes of Malignants, and of their {orrow for their ac- 
ceſſion to the ſame; and to live foberly, righteouſly and godly; 
And if any ſhall be found, who after the defeating of the Engagers 
have uttered any Malignant fpeeches, tending to the approbation 
ofthe late unlawfull Engagement, or the blood-ſhed within the 
Kingdome for promoving of the ends of the ſaid Engagement, or 
any other projects or practiſes within or wirchout the Kingdome, 
prejudiciall to Religion and the Covenant, or tending ta the re- 
proach of the Miniſtry, or the civill Govprnment of the Kingdom, 
Or who have unneceſſarily or ordinarily converſed with Malig. 
nant and diſaffected perſons, Or who have had hand in, or acceth. 
on to, ox compliance with, or have any wayes countenanced or pro- 
moved any Malignant Doſign, projudiciall to Religion and the Co- 
venant; That theſe, notwithſtanding their profeſſion ol Repentanco 
be not ſuddenly received, but a competent time, according to the 
diſoretion of the Judicatory , be affigned to them for tryall of the 
evidence oftheir Repentance,according to the qualifications above 
mentioned. And the Generall Aſſembly Ordains Presbyteries to

Albeit, wee do now enjoy many rich and precious bleſſingswher- 
in wee hays zeaſon to be comforted, and torejoyce; yet it were to 
ſbut our owiteyes if we ſhould not ſee our {elves involved in, and 
threatned with many and great dangers at home and from abroad. 
Ic is matter pf exceedigg great ſorrow to think upon the ignorance 
and profanity,the cc and ſecurity that abounds ſtill in the 
Land, notwithſtanding all the gracious diſpenſation of the Goſpel, 
and means of grace in ſuch purity and plenty, that none of the Na- 
tions round about us can boaſt of the like, and of all the long- 
ſuffering patience ofthe Lord, and of all his ſharp rods where- 
with he hath afflicted us. from year to year, and of all the mercies 
and deliverances wherewith he hath viſited us, and of our late ſo- 
lemn confeſſion of ſinnes, ind engagement unto duties, ſealed with 
the renewing of the Covenant and the Oath of God; Which 


fore men have ſo far alread y forgotten, as to return with the dogge 
to

to the vomit, and with the ſow to the puddle : And many ſignes 
of inconſtancy and levity do appear among all ſorts and ranks of 
perſons, who ſeem to want nothing but a ſutable tentation to draw 
them away from their ſteadfaſtneſle; Our. Army is not yer ſuffici- 
ently purged, but there be ſtill in it Malignant and ſcandalous men, 
whole fidelity and conſtancy, as it is much to be doubred, ſo is 
the wrath of the Lord to be feared, upon their proceedings and 
undertakings, without a ſpeedy and effectuall remedy, 

That prevailing party of Sectaries in England, who have broken 
the Covenant, and deſpiſed the Oath of God, corrupted the truth, 
lubverted the fundamentall Government by King and Parliament, 
and taken away the Kings life, look upon us with an evill eye, as 
upon theſe who ſtandin the way of their monſtruous and new fang- 
led devices in Religion and Government; And though there were na 
cauſe to fear any thing from that party but the Gangrene and infcc- 
tion ot thoſe many damnable and abominable errours which have 
taken hold on them, vet out vicinity unto, and daily commerce with 
that Nation, may juſtly make us atraid that the Lord may give up 
many in this Land unto a ſpirit of deluſion to beleeve lies, becauſe 
they have not received the love ofthe truth. 

Neither is the Malignant party ſo far broken and brought low, as 
that they have abandoned all hopes of carrying on their former de- 
ſigns againſt the Covenant and work of Reformation: Beſide many 
ot them in this Kingdom, who ate as Foxes tied in chains, keeping 
their evillnature,andwaiting an oppertunityto break cheir cords,and 
again to prey upon the Lords people; there be ſtanding Armies in 
Ireland, under the command of the Marqueſſo of or, The Lord 
Inchqueen,the Lord of Airds, and George Munro, who forgetting all 
the horrible cruelty that was exerciſed by the [riſh Rebels, upon 
many thouſands otthe Engliſh and Scortiſh Nations in that land, 
have encred into a Peace and Aſſociation with them, that they ma 
the more eaſily carry on the old deſignes of the Popiſh, Prelaticall 
and Malignant party; And the Lord of Airds,and George Monro, have 
by treachery and oppreſſion brought the Province of F{fter, and 
Garrilons therein, under their power and Command, and have re- 
dacted our country- men, and ſuch as adhere unto the Covenant, 
and cauſe of God in that Province, unto many miſeries and ſtraits, 
and are like to baniſh the Miniſters of the Goſpell, and to overturn 
theſe faire beginnings of the work of God, which were un:o ma-

to his perſon, and Government, doth hearken unto the councels of 
theſe who were Authors of thele miſeries — his Royall Father _

his Kingdoms:By which it hath come to paſſe, that his Majeſty hath 
hitherto fefuled to grant the juſt and neceſſary defires of this Kik 
and Kingdom, which were tendred unto him t rom the Commiſſi- 
oners of both lor ſecuring of Religion, the Liberties of the Subject, 
His Majeſties Government, and the Peace of the Kingdome; And 
it is much to be feared that thoſe wicked Counſellonrs may ſo farre 
prevaile upon him in his tender yeers, as to engage him in a warre, 
tor overturning (if it be poſſible)of the work of God, and beating 
down all thoſe in the three Kingdoms that adhere thereto: Which 
if he ſhall doe, cannot but bring great wrath from the Lord upon 
himſelfe and As Throne, mdwutt be the cauſe of many new, and 
gteat mileries, and calamities to theſe Lands. |

involved in ſo many difficulties and dangers, by timous repentance

ate approven and allowed of God, ſorpteſerving and carrying

The Spirit of etròur and deluſion in our Neighbour Land, in 
the police of Satan hath viled it ſelf in many, under the mask of 
holineſle; and is in the righteous and wiſe diſpenſation of God, at- 
med wh power, 4nd attended with ſueceſſe: Therefore all the In- 
Habitants of this ſund would labout for more knowledge; and more 
lovedf the truth; Without which they may eaſily be deceĩved, andled 
into tentatioN; ud would learn to diſtinguiſh betwixt the ſhew and 
wet of godlifieffe. We know that there be many in England who 
Petr 20dTy; and tourti with us for All the errours and abomina- 
tions that ate in that land; But it is without controverſie, that that 
Spirit which Hark acked in the Courſes and Counfelsof theſe; io 
have retarded ànd obſtructed the work ot God, diſpiled the Cove- 
nant, forced the Parliament, murthered the King changed the civill 
Government, atideſtaliſhed'ſo vaſt a Toleration in Religion, cangut 
be the Spirit of Righteoulneſſe and Holineſſe, becauſe it reaches nar 
men to live godly and righteouſly, but drawes the aſide into er rout, 
and makes chem to bring forth the bitter fruits of impiety and i ini- 
quity and ther fore oright to be avoyded. And not only are fuch of 
Wo Nation a5 traviile in bur Netghbour-land, to take heed' unto 
therhſelves;thit they receivefior infection from ſuch as ate leaven- 
ed with Efrour; bit theſe allo who RV at home, eſpeoially in — 
| places 
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places where Sectaties, upon pretext of merchandiſe, and other ci- 
vill imployments, ordinarily traffique and converſe. Neither needs 
any man to be afraid of the power and ſucceſſe of that party, they 
who have gadded about lo much to change their way, ſnall ere long 
be aſhamed; The lord hath rejected their confidences,and they ſhall 
not proſper in them; How farre they may proceed in their Reſoluti- 
ons and Actings againſt this Kingdome, is in the hand of the moſt 
high; If the Lord ſhall ſuffer that party to invade this land, it may 
be the comtort and incouragement ot all the Inhabitants thereof, 
that not only hath that unlaw full engagement againſt the Kingdom 
of England been declared againſt, and condemned both by Kirk 
and State; but alſo that theſe men can pretend no quarrel} againſt 
us, unleſſe it be, that we have adhered unto the Solemn League 
and Covenant, from which they have ſo foully revolted and back- 
{lidden; and that we have borne teſtimony againſt Toletation, and 
their proceedings in reference to Religion and Government, and 
the taking awayot the Kings life: And therefore we traſt that in ſuch 
a caſe none will. be ſo farre deficient in their duty as not to detend 
themſelves againſt ſuch injuſt violence, & inthe ſtrength ot the Lord

We are not ſo, to have the one ot our eyes upon the Sectaries, as 
not to hold the other upon the Malignants, they being an enemy 
more numerous, and no leſſe ſubtile and powerfull nor the other, 


and at this time more dangerous unto us, not onely becauſe expe- 
rience hath proven that there is a greatet aptitude uud inc hination in 


theſe of our Land, to complie with Malignants thenSectaries, in that 
they carry on their wicked deſignes under pretext of being for 
the King; But alſo becauſe there be many of them in our on bo- 
wels, and for that they doe pretend to be for maintenance” ofthe 
Kings Perſon and Authority, and (which is the matter of our grife) 
becauſe the King ownes their principles and wayes; which if it be 
not taken heed unto, may prove a great ſnare, and dangerous ten- 
tation to many to {ide with them againſt the Lords: people, and hit 
cauſe.” The conſtant tenour of the carriage of theſe in this land wWho 
ſtand for the cauſe of God, are undeniable arguments of their affecti- 
on to Monarchy, and to that Royal Family & Line wc Hath 2 * 
ed the Scepter ot this Kingdom for many hundreds of yeets puſt. Ala 
beit his Majeſtic who lately te: qned, refuſed to harken 20 their jofh 
deſires; yet did they wich . v i patience und moderaxiom of mind; 
{upplicate and ſolicite bl Majeſtytor ſatiſfaction in theſe things chit 
concern Religion and the Covenant, and were ſtill willing, that upoi 
ſatil faction given, he ſhould be admitted to the exerciſe t his pow!

ſon;when they brought ther Army out of England nd when not

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withſtanding of that aſſurance , the prevailing party of Sectaries 
were acting tor his life, did to the uimoſt of their power,endeavour 
by their Commiſſioners that there might have been no ſuch pro- 
ceeding ; And when their deſires and endeavours were not ſucceſ- 
full, did proteſt and bear teſtimony againſt the ſame. And, as both 
Kirk and State had teſtified their tender reſpect to his Majeſty 
who now reigns,by their Letters written to him whilſt his Father 
was yet living, So no ſooner did the Parliament heare ot his Fathers 
death, but they did with all ſolemnity proclaim him King of theſe 
Kingdoms; And after they had acquainted his Majeſty by Meſlages 
with their proceedings herein, Commiſſioners were {ent both from 
State and Kirk inſtructed with power and Commiſſion to expreſſe 
the affection gf this Kingdome to Monarchy, and his M. jeſties 
Perſon and Gòdernment, together with their deſires concerning the 
ſecurity of Religion, and the Peace of thoſe King doms. And albeit 
the 5 Sonar both which are now publiſhed co the world, with his 
Majeſties anſwers. thereto, are ſuch as are moſt juſt and 'neceſlary; 
yet the Couniels of the malignant party had ſo great influence upon 
his Majeſty, chat his anſwers are not only not fatistactory,bur ſhore 
of chat which was many times granted by his Royall Father, and 
cannot be acquieſced unto, unlefle we would abandon the League 
and Covenant, and betray Religion, and the cauſe of God. 

We hold it the duty of all who live in this Land,to wreſtle with 
God in the behalfe of the King, that he may be recovered out of the 
nare / of evil Counſell, and brought to give ſatisfaction to the pub- 
ick deſires of Kirk and State; — their places and ſtations to uſe 
all endeavours wviciu himfclic aud ulcers for that effect, and to be 
willing, upon ſiistaction given, to admit him to the exercile of his 

wer, and chgottully to obeyhim in all things according to the wil 
of God, and the Lawes of the Kingdom, and to do every thing that 
tends to the pteſervation of his Majeſties perſon, and juſt greatneſſe 
and Authority, in che defence and preſervation of the true Religion 
and Liberties of the Kingdomes. 
Zut it his Majeſty, or any having, or pretending power and Com- 

iſſion from him, ſhall invade this Kingdom, upon pretext of eſts- 
laing him in the exerciſe of his Royall power, as it will be an 
e God to be acceſſory or aſſiſting thereto, fo 
wil it be a neceſſary/ duty to reſiſt & oppoſe the ſame. We know 
that many axe ſo forgetfull of the oath of God, & ignorant & care- 
les ofthe inxereſt ot Jeſus Chriſt & the * and doe ſo little 
tender that which concerns his Kingdom & the Privileges thereof, 
and do ſo much dote upon abſoluse 8& Arbitrary Government for 
gaining their ows ends, & ſo much maligne the Inſtruments of the 
work ot Reformation, chat they would admit his Majeſty to the ex - 
exeile ot his Rayall power upon am termes whatſoever, though 
win neves ſp-much prejudice to Religion, and the Liberties of theſe 
Kingdomes,and would think it quatrell enough to make War upon 
5 all 
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all choſe who for conſcience ſake cannot condeſcend thereto. But 
We deſire all theſe who fear the Lord, and mind to keep their Co- 
venant impartially co confider theſe things which followes. 

1 That as Magiſtrates'and their power is ordained of God, ſo are 
they in the exercile thereof, not to walk according to their owne 
will, but according to the Law of equity and righteouſneſſe, as be- 
ing the Miniſters of G OD for the ſafety of his People; Therefore 
a boundles and illimitted power is to be acknowledged in no King 
nor Magiſtrate; Neither is Our King to be admitted rotheexerciſe 
of his power as long as he refuſes to walkin the Adminiſtration of 
the ſame, according to this rule, and the eſtabliſhed Laws ofthe 
Kingdom, that his Subjects may live under him a quiet and peacea- 
ble life in all Godlineſſe and honeſtie. 

2. There is ane mutuall Obligation and Stipulation berwixt the 
King and his People; As both ot them are tied to & O D, ſo each 
ot them are tied one to another for the performance of mutualland 
reciprocal duties: According to this, It is Satute and Ordained in the 
8. Act of the 1. Parliament of King James the 6. That all Kings, 
Princes or (Magiſtrates whatſoever, halding their place, which here- 
aſter ſhall happen in any time to Raign and beare rule over this Realm, 
at the time of their Coronation and receipt of their Prince) Au- 
thority , make their faithfull promiſe by Oath in the preſence 
the Eternall GO D that during the whole courſe of their lives, 
they ſhall ſerve the fame Eternall GOD to the utmoit of their pow- 
er, according as he hath required in his moit Holy Word' con- 
tained in the Old and New Teſtament; And according tothe ſame 
Word, ſhall maintain the trim 7 of Chitin” Jel0s, r Frea- 
chung of His moſt Holy Word , and due and rizhs miniſtration of 


—» 


His Sacraments now received and Preached within this Realm, And 


ſhall aholiſh and gainſtand all falſe religion contrary to the ſame, 


And (hall rule the people committed” to their charge arrording to 
the Will and Command of GO D revealed in hir ord, and ar- 
cording to the lovable Lawes and Conſtitutions receivedwithin this 
Realm, And ſhall owe to the utmoſt of their power to the Kirk 
of God and the whole Chriſtian Pug, true and perfect peact in all 
time comming, And that Fuſtice and Equity be _ to all creatures 
without. exception. Which Oath was {wotn, firſt by King Fames 
the 6. and afterwards by Kitg Charles ar his Coro bi, ah is in- 
ſened in er was approven by the King, 
who lately Reigned: As long therefore as his Majeſty who'ndw 
Reignes, refuſes to hearken to che juſt and neceſſaty deſireꝭ of Stite 
and Kirk, propounded to his Majeſty for the Setutiry, of Religion, 
ind ſafety of his People, ane to engage an 2 litnſelf forthe 
performance of his Duty to AK. It is confo to Scripum 
and reaſon and the Laws of 8 hs ont that they fuld refuſe 
io admit him to, che exerciſe of is G vexHfe, untill He give la- 
nenn ͤ * 
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. In the League and Covenant which hath been ſo ſolemly ſworn 

ang renewed by this Kingdom, the Dutie of defending & pi eſerving 
the Kings aye 8775 Perſon and Authority is joyned with, and ſub- 
ordinat unto the dutie of preſerving and defending the true Religi- 

on and Libertics of the Kingdoms: And therefore his Majeſtie ſtan- 

.ing in oppoſition to the juſt and neceſſary publick deſires concerning 
Religion and Liberties, it were a maniieſt Breach of Covenant, 

and a preferring ot the Kings intereſt to the intreſt of Feſuschriſt, to 
bring him to the exerciſe ot his Royal power, which he, walking in 
a contrary way, and being compiſſed about with Malignant coun- 
ſels, cannot bu employ untothe prejudice and ruin ot both. 

_, 4. Was not, an Arbitrary Gove / nment and unlimited power, the 
fountain of moſt of all the Corruptions both in Kirk andState? And 
was it not for reſtraint of this, and for their own juſt defence againſt 
Tyranny and injuſt violence, which or dinarily is the fruit and 
effect of ſuch a power, that the Lords People did joyn in Covenant, 
and have been at the expenſe ot ſo much blood, pains: and treaſure 
theſe yeers paſt? And it his Majeſtic ſnould be admitted to the exer- 

Ale Ne b. ſuisfaction given, were it not to put 
in his hand that Arbitrary Power, which we have upon juſt and 
neceſſary. grounds been ſo long withſtanding, and ſo to abandon 

ur former Principles, and betrary our Cauſe? 6368 

-$.: The King being averſe from the Work of Reformation and 
the inſtruments thereof,and compaſſed about with Malignant & dif- 
affected men, whom he heat kens unto as his moſt faithfull Coun- 

Kellers, and looks upon as his beſt and moſt Loyall Subjects, We 

leave it to ali indificrens men to judge, whether, hie Majeſtie, be- 

ing admitted tothe exerciſe of his Power before ſatisfaction given, 
would not by: ſuch Counſells endeavour an overturning Of the 
things which, GO 92 hath wrought amongſt us, and ſabout to 
draw publick adminiſtrations concerning Religion and the liber- 
ties of the Subject, unto, that courſe and channall in which they 

did run under Prelacie , and before the Work of Reformation: 

Which we have the more cauſe to fear , becauſe his Royall Fa- 

ther did lo often declarg.,.that he conceived himſelf bound t em- 
loy all the power th GOD ſhould put in his hands to the utmof} 
or theſe ends, and that he adheres as yet to his Fathers Print jples, 

ind walkes in his way, and hath made a Peace with the lriſb Rebels, 
which ĩs granted unto them the full liberty of Poper. 

6. It is no ſlrange nor new thing for Kingdoms to preſ ei ve Re- 

ligion and themſelves from ruine, by putting reſtraint upon the exp 

erciſe ofthe power and Government of.thoſe who have refuled td 
grant thole things that were neceſſary for the good of Religion: 
and che Peoples ſafety; There have bin many precedents of it in his 
and other nations of old, and of late. Upon theſe & other impotrani 
confidermions;. It Gall be the wiſdom of every one who dwell 
in the Land, tio take heed of ſuch a temptation and ſnate, that they be 
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not acceſſory to any ſuch deſignes or endeavours, as they would 
not bring upon themſelves, and upon their families, the guilt of all 
the detriment that will undoubredly follow thereupon to Religion 
andthe Covenant, and of all the miſeries and calamities that it will 
bring upon his Majeſties Perſon and throne, and upon theſe King- 
doms; Such a thingwould in all appearance be the undermining and 
ſhaking,it not the overthrowing & deſtroying of the york ofRetor- 
mation: And therefore whoſoever attempt the ſame, oppoſe them- 
ſelves to the Caule of GOD, and will at laſt daſh againſt the Rock 
ofthe LORD S Power, which hath broken in pieces many high - 
and lofty ones ſince the beginning of this work in theſe Kingdoms: 
And it is unto us a ſure Word of Promile, Thatwhoſoever ſhall aſſo- 
ciate themſelves, or take counſell together, or gird themſelves a- 
gainſt GOD and His Work, ſhull be broken in pieces. 

It is not onely joyning in Arms with the Malignant partie, that 
all theſe who would keep their integritie has need to beware of, but 
alſo ſubtill devices and deſignes, that are promoted by fair pretexts 
and perſwaſions to draw men to diſpenſe at leaſt with ſome part of 
thele neceſſatie deſires, that are propounded to his Majeſtie for ſe- 
curing of Religion. After many turnings and deviſes the foundati- 


on ot the unlawfull Engagement was at laſt laid by his Majeſties 


Conceſſions in the year 1 648. Wherein though many things 
{ſeemed to be granted, yet that was denied, without which Religion 
and che Vnion het wixt the Kingdoms could not have been ſecured: 
And it is probable, that ſuch a way may be allayed again, and pro- 
ſecuted with vety much cunning and ill tqdeceive and in{nare the 
ſimple. It doth therefore concern all an and condkions of per- 
ſons to be the more warie and circuꝶilpect, elpecially in that w lich 
concerns the Nationall Covenant, and the Solemn League and Co- 
venant, that before his Majeſtie be admitted to the exerciſe of his 
Royall Power, that by and attour the Oath of Coronation, he 
ſhall aſſure and declare by his Solemn Oath under his hand and ſeal 
his allowance of the Nationall Covenant, and. of the Solemn 
League and Covenant, and obligation to proſecute the ends thereof 
in his Station and Calling, and that he ſhall for himſeſt and his fuc- 
ceflours, conſent and agtee to Acts of Parliament, injoyning the 
Solemn Leagu and Covenant, and fully Eſtabliſhing Presbyteriall 
Government, the Directory gf Worſhip, che Confeſſign of Fair 

and Catechiſme, as they are approven by the Ge alt AHemhly 
of this Kirk ang Parliament of this Kingdom, in all his Majeſties 
Dominions, and that he ſhall obſerve theſe in his own Practiſe and 
Fartilie,and thax he ſhall never make oppoſition to any gf theſe, nor 
endeavour any dhange thereof. Albeit the League and Covenant 
be delpiſed by thar prevailing patty in England, and thẽ Work of 
Vniformity, thorow the reterdments and obſtructions that have 
eome in the way, be almoſt; forgotten by theſe Kingdoms; vet 
the obligation of that Covenant is porpetuall, and all the —— 
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contained therein are conſtantly to be minded, and pro ſecuted by 
every one of us and our poſterity , according to their place and 
ſtations: And therefore we are no leſſe zealouſly to endeavour, that 
his Majeſtie may Eſtabliſh, and ſwear, and ſubſcribe the ſame,then 
it it were unanimouſly regarded and ſtuck unto by all the Kingdom 
of England,tor hisMajeſtie ſwearing and ſubſcribing theLeague and 
Covenant, will much contribute for the Security of Religion, his 
Majeſties happineſſe, and the Peace of his Kingdoms. 

As it is incumbent to all, who live in this Kirk and Kingdom to be 
watchful and circumſpeR, ſo it concerns theſe of the High and Ho- 
nourable Court of Parliament & their Committees, in a ſpecial way 
to ſee to their duty, and to be ſtraight & reſolute in the performance 
of the ſame; Their former proceedings is unto us a ſufficient evi- 
dence and ground of hope, that they will not be wanting in any ne- 
ceſſary teſtimony of dutie and Loyalty that they oweto the King, by 
uling all juſt and ſeaſonable endeavoures for obtaining ſatis faction of 
his Majeſtie,thatſo he may be eſtabliſhed upon his Thrones, And we 
truſt, that upon the other hand, the ſence of their obligation to God, 
& his Oath that is upon them, will make them conſtantly to adhere 
to their former Principles reſolutions, and defires concerning Reli- 
gion and the Covenant, that reall ſatis faction may be had therea- 
nent, before the King be put inthe exerciſe of his power; And that 
they will carefully provide forthe ſafety of the Kingdom, both in 
regard of inteſtine dangers,and in regard of invaſion from without: 
It is not long ſince they, together with the reſt of the Land, made 


ſolemnPublick Conteſſion of Compliance with Malignants, carnall 
confidence, followiug oi ſelf intereſts, and hearkening to the Coun- 


ſells of fleſhand blood, And did in a ſpeciall way engage themſel- 
ves to comply, and ſeek themſelves and their own things no more, 
to abandon the counſels of their own hearts, and not to rely upon 
the Arm of fleſh, and to purge Judicatories and Armies from Pro- 
fane and ſcandalous perſons; And God forbid that they ſhould ſo 
ſoon forget, or negle& ſo neceſſary duties, and fall again unto fo 
great and grievous tranſgreſſions. We truſt chat they will ſeek the 
things of C H R 1ST, and not their own things, that theywill hear- 
ken toHisWord,and not walk in the imaginations of their own 
hearts, that they will relie upon the Arm ofthe LORD, and not up- 
onthe arm offleſn, that they will bewary and circumſpect in decern- 
ing the diſpoſitions and affections of thoſe whom they put in truſt, 
and that, ſeeing this Kingdom hath ſo much ſmarred, and been ſo 
often deceived by compliance with Malignants, they will carefully 
avoid this ſnare, inregardof thoſe who were upon the former unlaw= 
full Engagement, and be tender in bringing in of ſuch ; And wee 
cannot but exhort them in the Name of the LO RD, to take no- 
tice of the Opprteſſion of the People and Commons in the Land, by 
the la wleſſe exactions of Land-Lords, Collectours and Souldiers. 


We do not juſtiſie the murmurings and grudgings of choſe, who, 
preferring 
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preferring the things of the world to the Goſpel and things of Fe. 
ſus Chriſt, repine at neceſſary burthens, without which it is not 
poſſi ble that the Land can be ſecured from invaſion without and in- 
{urreRion within, or the Cauſe and People of GOD be defended 
trom enemies: It is the duty of every one who hath taken 0. 
venant, willingly and with a cheerfull minde io beſtow their means 
and their pains as they ſhall be called thereunto, in an orderly way: 
Yer ſhould thele to whom God hath committed the Govern- 
ment, take care that they be not needleſſely burthened, and that 
none grind their ſaces by oppreſſion, not only by making of Lawes 
againſt the fame, but by ſearching out of the cauſe of the poor, and 
by executing theſe Lawes timouſly upon theſe that oppreſſe them, 
that they may find real redreſſe of their juſt grievances and com- 
plaints, and be encouraged to bear thoſe burthens which cannot 
be avoyded. 

As the Parliament have begun, ſo we hope they will continue, 
to purge out all theſe from truſt , that are not of known integrity 
and uffection to the caule of God, and of a blameleſſe and Chriſtian 
converſation, and that they and the Officers of the Army in their 
reſpective places, will ſeriouſly mind, and ſpeedily and reſolutely 
=_ about the removing from the Army all malignant and ſcanda- 
ous perſons, and alſo the removing of Sectaries when any ſhall be 
found therein, that they may give real evidence that they did not 
= deceitfully with God, in the day that they engaged themſelves 
thereto. 

Albeit wee hope and pray that thofe who beare charge in our 
Army, will from the — of the Lords goodneſſe to them, 
and the honour that he hath put upon them, endeavour to 
themſelves faithfully, and ſtraighrly; Yer it cannot be unſeaſonabſe 
to warn them to take heed of tentations, & to beware of ſtares that 
they be not drawn to ind ifferencie or neutrality in the cauſe of Cod, 
much leſse unto connivance at, or compliance with the courſes and 
and deſignes of malignants or Sectaries, but to ſtick cloſely by the 
ſame, and to be zealous aginſt all the enemies and adverſacies 
thereof: And it concerns ſouldiers to be content with their wages, 
and to doe violence to no man, but as they ate culled unto the de- 
tence of the cauſe and people of God, fo to behave themſelves 
in ſuch a blamleſſe and Chriſtian way, that their cariage may be 
a teſtimony to his cauſe, and a comforu to his people; So ſhall our 
Armies proſper, and the Lord ſhall goe out with them. 

But moſt of all it concerns the Miniſters of the Goſpel whom 
God harh called to give warning tohis people to look to their duty; 
It is undeniably true, that many of the evils where with this Kirk 
and Kingdome hath been afflicted in our age, have come to paſſe 
becauſe ofthe negligence of ſome, and cortuptions of others of che 
Miniſtry, Whileſt ſome fell aſleep, and were catelefſe,-and others 
were covetous and ambitious, _—_ man brought in Prelacy, — 
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the Ceremonies, and had farre promoted the Service- Book, and 
the Book of Cannon; andt he courle of backſliding and revolting 
was carried on, untill irpleaſed God to ſtirre up the ſpixits of theſe 
few, who ſtood in the gap to oppoſe and reliſt the ſame, and 
to bega the work of Reformation in the Land; Since which times 
the ſilence of ſome Miniſters, and compliance of others, hath had 
great influence upon the backſliding of many amongſt the people, 
who upon the diſcovery. of theevili of their way, complain that 
they got not warning, or that if they were warned by ſome, o- 
thers held their Peace, or did juſtiſie them in the courſe of their 
backſliding: We can look upon ſuch Miniſters. no otherwiſe then 
upon thole that are guilty of the bloodot the Lords people, and with 
whom the Lord will reckon for all the breach ot Covenant, and 
defection that hath been in the Land. The Prieſts lips ſhould preſerve 
knowledge, and they ſhould ſeek the law at his mouth, for he is 
the melsenger of the Lord of Hoſts; But ſuch are departed out of the 
way, and hath cauſed many to ſtumble at the Law, therefore hath 
the Lord made them contemtible and baſe before all the people, 
according as they have not kept his wayes, but have been partiall 
in his law; Becaule they have loſt their ſavour, he hath caſt out 
many of them as unſavoury ſalt: But ſuch as have been faithfull, as 
he hath preſerved them from the violence & fury of men, ſo hath he 
verified his word in their mouths, both againſt his enemies, & con- 
cerning his people & his work; And makes them ſee, though not all 


their deſires concerning the Goſpel, & the work of God in theland, 
yet very much of the fruit of their labour, by preſerving the doctrine 


and all che ordinances of Jeſus Chriſt in their purity, and adding in 
ſome meaſure thereto the power and life thereof. We doe therefore 
charge all the Miniſters of the land, before God and the Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, who (hall judge the quick and the dead at his appearing 
in his Kingdom, as in every thing to be enſamples of a good con- 
verlation, and to walk without offence, that the miniſtry be not 
blamed; So to take heed unto the lock over which the Holy Ghoſt 
hath made them overleers, to declare unto them all the Counſell 
of God, and to give them timous warning concerning every danger 
and duty, and to hold forth unto them the ſolid grounds of reall 
conſolation, by which they may be encouraged and comforted 
in all their trials and afflitions, that they may be free of the blood 
of all men, and have this as a ground of rejoycing, even the teſti- 
mony of their conſciences, that in ſimplicity and godly pureneſſe, 
not with fleſhly wiſdome, but by the grace of God they have had 
their converlation in the world, and have exhorted and comforted 
and chargedevery one committed unto them as a Father doth hischil- 
dren. Elpecially, Miniſters are to be careful to be much indiſcovering 
the temptations, and preſſing the duties of the times, that theſe who 
are under their charge may know what to avoid, and what to embra- 
ce & putlue: If all che Watchmen in the Land ſhall give _ & 

ow

blow the Trumpet at once, it ſhall not be èaſie for enemies to prey 
upon the people of God. Wee know no cauſe why any whom God 
hath called to preach the Goſpel, ſhould be afraid to ſpeak boldly 
in the Name of the Lord, ſince God hath given ſo manifeſt a teſti- 
mony of his care and protection, in preſerving them, theſe yeers 
paſt who have ſtriven to be faithfull to him who hath called them, 

om all the fury and malice of haters of the work of God and of the 
Kingdom of his Sonne ſeſus Chriſt, who hath promiſed tobe with 
his ſervants unto the end ofthe world. 

Albeit the Land be involved in many difficulties, and compaſſed 
about with great and iminent dangers, yet there is hope and ground 
of conſolation concerning this thing. The Lord is in the midſt of 
us, and we are called by his name, our eares hear the joyfull ſound 
ot the Golpel, and our eyes {ce our Teachers; We behold the arm 
of the Lord ſtretched out daily in working ſalvation for his 
people, and anſwering their deſires upon their enemies by terrible 
things in righteouſneſſe; Although we be but few in number, yer 
the Lord of Hoſts is witch us, and in the power of his ſtrength, we 
ſhall be able to prevaile; Although our land be filled with fin, yet 
we have not been forſaken of the Lord our God, but he hath al- 
wayes had compaſſion upon us, and delivered us in all our diſtreſſes; 
Although ſome of underſtanding fall, it is but to try, and to purge 
and to make white even to the end, becauſe it is yet fot atime ap- 
pointed; Although many cleave to us by flatteries, yet there be a rem 


nant who 9 integrity, and the Lord ſhall doe good to theſe 
that be good, but ſuch as turn aſide to crooked wayes, ſhall be led 


forth with the workers ot iniquity. 

The Lords people in England and Ireland, who adhere to the cauſe 
and Covenant, may be perplexed, but ſhall not deſpair; they may be 
per ſecuted, but ſhal not be forſaken: they may be caſt down, but 
not be deſtroyed: And although uniformity, and the work of Re- 
formation in theſe lands, ſeem not only to be retarded, but almoſt 
pluckt up by the roots, and thefoundationsthereof razed; Tetthe ſeed 
we the Lord hath ſowen there, ſhall again take root downward,and 
bear truit upward; The zeal of the Lord of Hoſts ſhall performe this. 
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He Generall Aſſembly taking to their ſerious Conſi- 
l deration the great darkneſſe and Ignorance, where- 
ina great part ot this Kingdom lyeth, together with 
de lue Solemn Engagement, to uſe all means for reme- 
i dy thereof,doe ordaine every Miniſter with aſſiſtunce of
